Grapes Ready 


The first of Michigan's large 
tonnage of the old-fashioned 
Concord grapes is rapidly mov- 
ing into food channels, and the 
harvest will continue until frost 
in producing areas, This year’s 
total grape crop is estimated at 
57,000 tons, with the Concord 
variety making up the greater 
part of the crop. 

The variety is the sweetest of 
the blue grapes and is desirable 
for cating out of hand, jell, juice 
on that rare but celicious dessert 
grape pie. Michigan's crop is se- 
cond in size only to New York’s 
in the eastern part of the coun- 


try.

PAPA WAS UMPIRE 


Bennett Family Ball Team 
Gave Fans Many A Thrill 


In the early 1900’s at East 
Jordan “baseball” and “The 
Bennett ‘Team’ were synony- 
mous teams. 

William J. Bennett, an avid 
baseball fan, who owned 615 
acres south of town, most of 
which was wooded, kept a crew 
of 85 or 40 men (including his 
nine sons) cutting timber. It 
was always easy for a good ball 
player to secure work from Mr. 
Bennett and many-of them stay- 
ed with him for several years. 
East Jordan men also formed 
the habit of loading into a dray 
Saturday afternoons, drive out 
to the Bennett Farm, play ball 
all the afternoon, they stay for 
a big supper, topped off with 
four or five gallons home-made 
ice cream. a se 

Their first ball and bat were 
brought home from town by the 
oldest son, Bert, in the summer 
of 1900 and that evening Dun- 
can MeMillan, a neighbor who 
was working at the Bennett's, 
went out to play with the boys 
but it ended in disaster when he 
threw the ball to Short who 
caught it on the point of the 
bat, driving it up under Bert's 
nose and breaking it: Mother 
Gertrude lost interest in the 
game as Bert came into the kit- 
chen with blood streaming down 
over his clothing. 

Their first catcher’s glove 
was made by Mr. Bennett from 
a sheepskin. Later two Grand 
Rapids players, Jim Best, catch- 
er and Johnny Plast, shortstop, 
came to East Jordan went broke 
and sold their chest protector, 
mask and glove to Mr. Bennett. 
This outfit demanded suits so he 
bought a quantity of heavy black 
cloth from which Mrs. Bennett 
and Mrs. McMillan made uni- 
forms for the team. Nothing but 
the best would do for them and 
Mr. Bennett had no idea what 
kind of material should be used 
so the boys sweltered for years 
in the thick suits, lettered across 
with the name, “ECHO” in 
green felt, the name of their 
township. 


The nine boys were burn be- 
tween 1883 and 1907 but by 


1904 four of them, Bert, Cal, 
Hank and Short, were on the re- 
gular team and as they grew up 
the younger ones were taken on 
as older ones dropped off. They 
played only three games as a 
family team, the last one being 
at Traverse City about 1915. Mr. 
Bennett never played but acted 
as umpire. 

When games were scheduled 
with other teams for Saturday 
the team always quit work at 
noon on Wednesday and spent 
the afternoon at the barn, prac- 
ticing. Mrs. Bennett appreciated 
these days as it meant she did 
rot have to pack and send a 
noon lunch to the woods. If they 
were short-handed, Mr, Bennett 
would hitch up and drive to town 
and recruit players from there 
to make up his nine. 

One member of the team was 
Frank Shortley, formerly with 
the Barney Kings of Chicago. 
Brink had cost him his job with 
them and he had drifted north 
into the Bennett fold. Once 


when a game was coming up on 


Saturday he went over to a 
neighbor’s, filled up on cider, 
then went to town for something 
stronger. He ended up in the vil- 
lage jail and sent for Bert. 
Frank asked him to have his fa- 
ther get him out, but when Mr. 
Bennett learned where Frank 
was he told Marshal Bill John- 
son to keep Frank there until 
time for Saturday's game. 

One of the earlier girls’ teams, 
the “Boston Bloomer Girls,’’ 
canve here for a game with the 
Bennetts in 1912 but were de- 
feated, 11-2.. This team was 
owned and managed by Maud 
Plummer, who took them all 
over the U.S. They played with 
the same type bal! and field that 
the men used. Hank Bennett was 
pitching that day and decided to 
go easy on the girls at the start, 
giving them two runs, His fath- 
er and Dan Goodman said if it 
was going to be turned into a 
farce they would ask for their 
money back and go home. That 
ended the girls’ scoring. 

The men recall one game they

The man turned 
and ran back to third where he 
met Pete Berg coming in from 
second base, Bert Bennett, pit- 
cher, signaled Earl Batterbee in 
right field for the ball, shot it 
to “Short,” who put out all three 
men.

Mr. Bennett died April 20, 
1926 and the second son, Calvin, 
passed away September 4, 1947.

Order Forage Seed Now, 
County Agent Tells Farmers 


‘Charlevoix county farmers 
who can figure their forage 
seed needs now for next spring’s 
planting would be wise to or- 
der now and take advantage of 
present prices. 


That's the advice of County 
Agricultural Agent Ed Rebman. 
He points out that the supply of 
grass seed is down from recent 
years. 


And, he adds, there is good 
reason to believe that the sup- 
ply of red clover and alfalfa seed 
won’t be any higher than during 
the past year. 

With the supply situation on 
grass seeds below normal and no 
increase in legume seed, all in- 
dications point to future higher 
prices, suggests Leyton Nelson, 
farm crops specialist at Michi- 
gan State University.

The Jordan 


Occasional vacationers who 
tovk the trip up the Jordan river 
in the early 188U’s were enchan- 
ted with the river and its sur- 
roundings as is shown in the fol- 
lowing article from “The Tra- 
verse Region,’ compiled and 
published by H. R. Page & Co., 
Chicago, in 1884. 

“Hyver since we cane here 
people have beeu telling us we 
riust see the most celebrated 
trout stream of these regions, 
and we have replied, with easy 
indifference, that we would see 
about it, and finally only decid- 
edo on the trip in haphazard fa- 
shion, 

“Forgive us, beautiful Jordan! 
We came, we saw, and we were 
conquered. We shall never speak 
ef you with indifference again. 

“Our boat, which had been 
towed behind the steamer, was 
brought round and, stepping ov- 
er the side, we were soon safely 
seated; two ladies and a gentle- 
man besides the guide who was 
{fo take us safely up the river, 
with its rapid current, its snags 
we had reached it and he was 
and eddies. In a few moments 
pulling with a long, quiet stroge 
against the stream, 

“After a mile of rowing, the 
low wet banks are left behind, 
the scene grows wilder, and tan- 
gled unbroken forests extend to 
the very water’s edge. The rush 
of the river now becomes stron- 
‘ger and, looking down through 
its crystal clearness, you see the 
golden sanded shallows, the 
black logs, the swaying, velvety- 
green moss fit for a Naiad’s 
bower and the deep pools ‘in 
which a silver flash now and ag- 
sin shows where the trout are 
lying. Dipping over the side, we 
found the water so icy-cold that 
we could bear contact but a mo- 
ment; and now we wished to 
drink of it, but found our guide 
had forgotten his cup. 


River... 


“Just then we saw, under ov- 
er-hanying branches, an anch- 
oved boat and a tent, gleaming 
white through the trees. Push- 
ing on shore to borrow @ cup, 
we entered into conversation 
with the campers who proved to 
he Southerners, flying from the 
sunnier heats and the yellow fe- 
ver. The men were absent fish- 
ing, and a sunburned little maid- 
en, biewing svap bubbles, a wa- 
man cooking the dinner, and a 
weave dog, playing guardian, 
were the only oecupants. 

“Flow we drank of the deli- 
cious water; how many times 
that day one of the party played 
Hebe, and filled up the nectar 
of the gods for my lady Venus 
and My Lord Jupiter! 

“After two miles of rowing, 
the current becomes so swift 
the oars can no Jonger be used, 
and nuw begins the most delight- 
ful part of the trip. Parrish (the 
wuide) stands erect in the stern 
of the boat, spare and gray- 
haired, but sinewy and supple 
withal; in his hands he holds a 
long pole, tipped with iron, 
which he strikes now on the bot- 
tom, now against a log, still pre- 
serving his steady, unswayed at- 
titude. Without a splash, with- 
out a jar the’ boat moves up the 
rapids as if by magic. No sound 
breaks the deep stillness, save 
vature’s own — the clear call of 
att unseen bird, the cool splash 
and ripple of the stream, a king- 
fisher flapping heavily from 
bank to bank, little breaths of 
wind murmuring through the 
tops of the tall hemlocks and 
white cedars as if they were 
whispering about these strange 
intruders on their solitudes. 

“Half reclining on the bottom 
cf the boat, crushing out the 
fragrance from the hemlock 
boughs strewn beneath you, you 
see, as you round each curve, 
fresher, wilder beauties opening

his route of 26 miles of country 
roads, 

The dwys of horse drawn de- 
livered were not all hardships 
though, for there were many 
times the leisurely trip along the 
country roads was a pleasure for 
one who was raised on a farm 
eech season had a special mean- 
ing and each crop that adjoined 
the road was noted. 

There were even some amus- 
ing incidents that linger in with 
the more serious ones. At least 
they are amusing in retrospect, 
although one could not be sure 
at the time if it would be amus- 
ing or perhaps tragic. 

Like the thing that happened 
one day up in the’ Vance dis- 
trict, when Myr. Vance’s dairy 
bull got Joose and standing in 
the middle of the road he dis- 
puted the right of way. There 
was a little excitement for a 
while with Mr. Howe having all 


he could do to hold the horses, 
but it all turned out all right 
when Mr. Vance’s dog saved the 
day by coming out and chasing 
the angry bull back in where he 
belonged. 

There are several people that 
have a special place in Archie’s 
‘memories of those old days. 
One of them was Tom Bartholo- 
mew, who often invited him into 
get warm by his fire and would 
give him hot coffee and lunch. 
Another friend in need was 
John Carney, situated on a very 
bad piece of road. John often 
got out early and cleared the 
roads for Mr. Howe, saving him 
much time and trouble getting 
through. These friends in need 
were friends indeed! 

This, then is what carrying 
the mail was like during the 
first 10 years of Archie’s ser- 
vice here, there are still many 
interesting things to be told, I 
hope you will read about them 
next week.

LOOKING AROUND— 
——JORDAN TOWNSHIP 
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I am stepping into Charlevoix 
county to pick my subject for 
this week. 

Archie Howe is actually not a 


resident of our Township, he 
has had a definite part in the 
daily life of this district for 
many years; 35 of them in fact. 
and in that time has had the op 
portunity of observing and tak- 
ing part in a good many of the 
trends of our changing times. 
In 1924 when, for reasons of 
health Mr. Howe and = family, 
moved from their farm home 
into East Jordan, he took over 
the rural route No. 4. This 
raute had only heen established 


on either hand. Sometimes the 
righty hemlocks aimost meet a- 
hove your head sometimes your 
path seems utterly choked up 
with water-logged timber and 
uprooted trees, tilh you glide 
suddenly through some narrow 
channel; often you bend low to 


pass under a squirre] bridywe - --a 
tall cedar fallen from bank to 
bank. 


“The prevailime tint of these 
woods is dark, but tt serves as a 
strong background for the 
brighter bovers, Vivid green 
moss is everywhere and out of 
it grown all manner of puny 
grasses and wandering vines. 
The goldenrod is just beginnings 
to enrich the wilderness with its 
prodigal wealth; and here ane 
thyre that torch of the woods, 
the cardinal flower, burns. its 
red flame ta light its shadown 
nook. Many delicate and, to us, 
strange Varieties of fern dippee 
their long fronds in the water 
on the skirts of the forest, like 
“fringe upon a petiicoat, as the 
erry Rosalind has it. 


“We had now neary reaches 
eur destination for, though it is 
posible to ascend the stream for 
thirteen miles, it is not possible 
to do so in ane day, and we were 
to content curselves with a six- 
mile trip. In that short distance 
the river a hundred feet: 
thirty feet in this inst mile. 

On reaching our sand Lye Pace 
ve walked for a quarter of a

mile on a beautiful wood path 
and suddenly eame out into a 
large clearing ino the midst) of 


which is the weil-known Web 
ster’s, a large fog tavern, wher: 


we found a camfartabio resting 
jjuace and a good dinner, 
After an honr's rest ang oa 


rambie ut the woods, we return 
edoto the boat and were soon 
shootingg down the current: in- 
deed, so rapid was our course, 
that we made frequent stops, 
‘oath to lose the charm of that 
wild beauty. Yet. ino truth, we 
ean naver lose it. 


since LY07 and in those 14 years 
already had changed carriers 4 
times. Walter Davis had covered 
the route for the three preced- 


ing’ years, and when he was 
transferred to the Post Office, 
Mr. Howe was hired to fill his 
piace. 


Route 5 in 1921 consisted of 
2ots miles of road which was 
remarkable only for its degree 
ot “badness,” gravel and deep 
sound, up hill and down with U 


turns and — switch-backs; of 
course there were occasional 
sivetehes of swampy land and 


the road there bumped along ov- 
er a corduroy bottom. 

flis faithful team, “Dick” and 
“Bud? were more friends than 
servants to Mr, Howe, especial- 
iy in the winter when storms and 
lec] weather often kept him on 


-the road from before daylight to 


doin the afternoon. There was 
one especially bad time that left 
ao clear cut memory for Archie 
and that was the bad storm that 
hit on Feb, 21 in 1922. 

It caught him at Charlevoix 
and he had some difficulty in 
setting back home —- it didn’t 
INalter tha as far as mail was 
concerned, for no train got thrn 
for 10 days. But when it did the 
mail wiled in like an avalanche; 
for 24 hours the Post Office 
staff were shut in, sorting and 
organizing the outgoing mails, 
exen that did not finish the job 
for they did net put the final 
pile of sorted mail aside till two 
weeks later, Qn the Ist of April,
